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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Linstrom et al 
"Dynamic Link Asymmetry in 'Bunched' Wireless Networks". 

Regarding claim 7, Linstrom discloses a base station apparatus (BS1 in figure 1) that 
allocates channels to time slots by an autonomous reuse partitioning dynamic channel allocation 
method, the apparatus comprising: a channel allocator that performs: (1) a channel search for an 
uplink according to a predetermined order of priority (see figure 2 and the corresponding 
description on page 354), (2) a channel search for a downlink according to an order of priority 
reverse to said predetermined order of priority for the uplink (see figure 2 and the corresponding 
description on page 354. Note that the order of priority for the downlink shown in figure 2b is 
from the beginning of the frame and for the uplink is from the end of the frame), and (3) a 
channel allocation for the uplink and downlink in accordance with results of the uplink and 
downlink channel searches (see allocation schemes in figure 2); a receiver that receives signals 
through the allocated uplink channel; and a transmitter that transmits signals through the 
allocated downlink channel (the receiver and the transmitter are used for uplink and downlink 
communications as shown in figures 1 and 2). 

Regarding claim 9, Linstrom discloses a channel allocation method for an autonomous 
reuse partitioning dynamic channel allocation system, the method comprising: performing a 
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channel search for an uplink according to a predetermined order of priority (see figure 2 and the 
corresponding description on page 354); and performing a channel search for a downlink 
according to an order of priority reverse to said predetermined order of priority for the uplink 
(see figure 2 and the corresponding description on page 354. Note that the order of priority for 
the downlink shown in figure 2b is from the beginning of the frame and for the uplink is from the 
end of the frame). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 8 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 7 and 9 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
